HOUSINC 


A beginning  v;as  made  in  the  redevelopment  of  Netherfield  during 
the  year  when,  following  the  Council's  decision,  a first  step  was  taken  in 
the  Dunstan  Street  area.  Some  houses  in  this  area  are  ill-arranged  and  too 
thick  on  the  ground  a.s  vrell  as  being  unfit.  Tho  Council  should  make  a 
redevelopment  plan  which  takes  little  account  of  the  present  arrangement 
of  streets. 


SMOiCg  CONTROL 

The  Council  approved  the  second  and  third  smoke  control  areas 
during  the  year  and  the  Department  began  a survey  of  the  fourth. 

The  first  area  has  been  in  operation  for  3 years  now  and  this 
has  made  a remarkable  difference  to  conditions  in  the  Rushcliffe  Avenue  are< 
where  the  prefabs  with  their  low  chimneys  had  created  a chronically 
smoky  atmosphere. 

Some  managers  of  industrial  premises  who  have  been  creating  a 
smoke  nuisance  do  not  seem  to  know  that  making  smoke  is  on  offence  whether  < 
not  there  is  a smoke  control  area  in  operation  around  their  sites.  One  geti 
excuses  offered  Y/hich  all  boil  down  to  the  inexcusable,  and  commonest  among 
e real  reasons  is  bad  stoking.  There  are  training  courses  locally  open  t( 
stokers  and  it  is  up  to  managers  to  see  that  stokers  are  trained.

HO^E  HELP  SERVICE 


This  service  is  operated  the  County  Council  and  is  controlled 
by  a full-tine  organiser  who  is  based  at  Park  House,  Carlton, 

(Telephone  24—7151)  and  is  responsible  for  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Arnold  and  Carlton, 

There  are  93  whole-time  and  pa.rt-time  helps  and  each  week  an 
average  of  600  cases  are  dealt  with  in  the  area  covered.  The  charge 
is  4/6d  per  hour.  Part  or  whole  of  the  cost  is  remitted  in  some 
circumstanc e s o 

lypes  of  cases  dealt  with  are:- 
Haternity  cases. 

Mothers  of  young  children  where  some  help  is  recommended 
by  the  doctor. 

Cases  of  illness  where  no  other  help  is  available. 

The  aged  and  infirm. 

Tuberculosis  cases. 

Care  of  the  Chronic  Sick  and  Aged 

The  chronic  sick  and  aged  are  generally  cared  for  at  hone  by 
relatives  with  the  help  of  the  District  Nurse,  but  sometimes  the 
complexity  of  the  nursing  required  is  such  that  hospital  care  becomes 
necessary.  In  a few  instances  the  patient  is  confused  in  mind  and  not 
fully  aware  of  this  need.  In  such  cases  it  is  seldom  necessary  to  resort 
to  compulsory  powers  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47, 
but  one  such  case  was  dealt  vvith  under  this  section  during  the  year. 

Institutional  care  for  the  able-bodied  elderly  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  Uelfare  Service.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  your  Council  my  twentieth  Annual 
Report  which  deals  with  the  X7ork  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
during  1965* 

The  staffing  situation  remains  as  it  was  at  the  end  of  1964? 
namely  one  Inspector  short  of  establishment.  Thus,  apart  from  one  period 
of  six  months  the  Department  has  carried  on  for  three  and  a half  years  with 
the  staff  so  deficient.  It  might  be  added  that  many  other  Local  Authorities 
are  operating  under  proportionate  - or  even  worse  staff  shortages. 

Surveys  under  the  Housing  Act  1957  have  continued  and  the  inspection 
of  the  North  Western  side  of  Curzon  Street,  Netherfield,  was  almost 
completed  during  the  year  and  7 Closing  Orders  and  2 Demolition  Orders  were 
made  relating  to  properties  elsewhere  in  the  District. 

The  first  Improvement  Area  under  the  provisions  of  Section  13  of 
the  Housing  Act  I964  was  declared  during  the  year.  The  area  contains  256 
Dwellings  and  is  located  beyond  the  Four  Gates,  Netherfield.  It  is  expected 
that  preliminary  notices  of  the  Local  Authority’s  proposals  for  Improvement 
of  the  Dwellings  will  be  completed  before  the  end  of  1^66, 

The  Council  resolved  to  make  an  Order  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act  195^  (Carlton  No.  2A  Smoke  Control  Order  1965)»  The  area 
concerned  adjoins  the  City  of  Nottingham  boundary  and  details  will  be  given 
later  in  the  report. 

The  Rent  Act  1965  (with  the  exception  of  Part  II  which  deals  with 
the  Registration  of  Rents)  came  into  operation  on  the  8th  December  1965* 

The  responsibility  for  the  administration  of  the  Act  falls  upon  the  County 
Council  and  that  authority  has  appointed  Rent  Officers  accordingly.

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When  a reporl;  of  this  nature  is  being  ^ra?itten  and  it  is 
realised  that  di-iring  the  year  under  review  only  nine  houses  were  made 
the  subject  of  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders,  one  tends  to  feel  dissatisfied 
with  what  has  been  achieved. 

However  it  is  necessary  to  look  back  to  appreciate  the  overall 
effect  of  the  efforts  of  the  Department  over  the  years. 

In  his  Annual  Report  for  I9I8  the  then  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Dr,  J,  T,  Knight  commented  that  according  to  the  census  of  I88I 
the  population  of  the  District  (then  comprising  Carlton,  Hetherfield  and 
Porchester  Wards)  was  4,625  with  963  inhabited  houses.  It  is  interesting 
to  record  that  a search  of  existing  slum  clearance  registers  shows  that 
since  the  early  nineteen  thirties  between  46O  and  47O  of  these  dwellings 
have  been  dealt  with  either  formally  or  informally  by  the  Department  and 
with  few  exceptions  have  been  demolished.  Very  few  of  the  houses  of  that 
period  remain  and  it  can  be  said  that  the  old  Township  of  Carlton  no  longer 
survives. 


I have  heard  numbers  of  Carlton’s  senior  citizens  express 
regret  upon  the  old  giving  place  to  new,  but  I can  say  from  personal 
knowledge  of  very  many  of  those  dwellings  that  they  had  few,  if  any, 
redeeming  features  and  their  extinguishment  on  public  health  grounds 
was  right  and  proper. 

Whilst  dealing  with  the  subject  of  housing,  housing  development 
in  the  district  might  v;ell  be  considered.  Dr,  Kni^t  mentioned  this 
matter  in  his  Annual  Report  for  1913.  He  was  able,  with  authority,  to 
do  so  having  been  in  practice  in  and  around  Carlton  from  the  year  I876. 

He  says  in  such  report',  "together  with  previous  Annual  Reports 
covers  a period  of  no  less  than  31  years". 

He  later  comments  "In  the  year  I88O,  I question  whether  there 
were  more  than  30  houses  in  Netherfield  and  there  were  very  few  indeed 
in  Porchester", 

A large  part  of  the  housing  development  in  Netherfield  took 
place  from  the  mid— ei^ties  onwards  at  which  period  there  was  a large 
influx  of  labour  into  the  district  as  a result  of  the  expansion  of  the 
Great  Northern  and  London  and  North  Western  Railway  establishments  at 
Colwick, 


However,  despite  the  increase  of  population  there  was  a 
surplus  of  housing  accommodation  and  whether  a house  was  tenanted  or 
not  depended  on  the  rental.  Whether  this  situation  led  to  some  of  the 
houses  being  built  "dovm"  to  a standard  is  a matter  of  conjecture, 
but  certainly  lack  of  proper  maintenance  has  contributed  to  an  end 
result  in  that  35  such  houses  wore  demolished  by  reason  of  formal  action 
by  the  Local  Authority  during  I963  - 1964.  Another  27  are  the  subject 
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of  Demolition  Orders  and  a further  two  have  been  purchased  hy  the 
Council  to  secure  appropriate  development  of  the  site  when  cleared.

It  was  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  that  one  firm  was  to  change 
over  from  coal  to  oil  firing  owing  to  grit  emissions  which  were  occuring 
with  the  toiler  plant  then  in  use.  The  work  was  completed  during  the 
firms  1965  annual  holiday  and  the  nuisance  was  thereby  abated. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  of  grit  emissions  from 
the  boiler  plant  chimney  of  another  firm.  The  grit  had  no  doubt  been 
emitted  over  a long  period,  but  as  the  premises  were  at  some  distance 
from  occupied  houses  had  caused  no  nuisance  to  residents,  ^ Hov;eyer, 
with  housing  development  taking  place  in  the  immediate  vicinity  the 
matter  soon  came  to  the  attention  of  the  Department.  As  the  whole 
works  are  to  be  closed  and  the  site  vacated  by  September  I966  no  other 
action  is  proposed. 

Smoke  emissions  have  been  noted  from  time  to  time  from  the 
chimney  of  the  boiler  plant  of  another  firm  and  as  a result  of 
representations  the  installation  of  an  entirely  new  plant  is  now  almost 
complete  (April  1966). 


(c)  Domestic  Smoke 

Carlton  No.  2A  Smoke  Control  Order  was  made  on  the  26th  January 
1966,  the  necessary  survey  having  been  carried  out  during  the  year 
under  report . 

The  Order  relates  to  an  area  of  59*16  acres  or  thereabouts  and 
contains  I66  premises  and  when  proposed  housing  development  is  completed 
the  total  premises  will  number  266. 

The  boundaries  are  as  followss- 

1.  The  Urban  District  boundary  between  Carlton  Hill  and  Dorchester 
Road. 

2.  The  Eastern  side  of  Porchootor  Road  from  the  Urban  District 
boundary  in  a Northerly  direction  to  Porchestcr  Road. 

3.  The  South  Eastern  side  of  Forester  Road. 

4.  The  South  Western  side  of  Standhill  Road  in  a South  Easterly 
direction  from  Forester  Road  to  Carlton  Hill.

5 The  North  or  North  Western  side  of  Carlton  Hill  from 

Standhill  Road  in  a Westerly  or  South  Westerly  direction

The  survey  of  an  area  of  68.46  acres  or  thereabouts  (to  which 
Carlton  Ho.  2 (Proposed)  Smoke  Control  area  will  relate)  was  completed 
during  I965.  The  area,  the  boundaries  of  which  are  shewn  below 

contains  6I8  premises. 

1)  The  North  side  of  Carlton  Hill  from  Foxhill  Road  to 
First  Avenue, 

2)  The  East  or  South  East  side  of  First  Avenue  from  Carlton 
Hill  to  Foxhill  Road. 

3)  The  South  West  side  of  Foxhill  Hoad  from  First  Avenue  to 
Carlton  Hill. 

Preliminary  work  on  a further  proposed  area  was  also 
commenced.

In  one  instance  it  was,  after  investigation,  considered  that 
no  nuisance  existed. 

In  the  remaining  5 cases  (including  the  three  kept 
review)  the  complaints  originated  from  the  employment  of  or  praotisi^ 
br"beat"  groups  and  there  is  no  doubt  the  volume  of  sound  outside  the 
premises  was  such  as  to  constitute  a nuisance.
